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X. Oa 27 February 195^t Mr. Albert V. fiaall addreesed a letter, Xselosure 1, 
to the Slreetor, Satloial Seoorlty Aseoeiy, reqptieetlQg daelaasifieetioa of aa 
application for patoit Ho. 3^^561, filed la hie aam 10 March 19^1, for Method 
And Appantua For Czyptograi^i Znelosura 2. This applieetioa ia under a 
Pateat Office Secrecy CMer requeeted by one of this Asfeacy's predeeeeeMr 
or0BQls^l<9ne; It la la aUowable oaoditioa, end a patext could issue proeptly 
if the Secrecy Order were to be reaelad^. 



2. While Mr. SaHLll*s recpiest was liodted to So. 3825 ^ 1 , there is, la fact, 
a second, elosely«related, appUcatioi oo file la the Patent Office, slailarly 
under a Secrecy Order; this Is So. filed 22 S^teaber 19^, for Method 

aad Apparatus for Cryptosra^iy, Xholoeure 3> This ease ia not in allowable 
condition, but this is largely due to purpoe^^ delay, and it could be tnade 
reedy for issue as a patoit within a relatively short tine. 



3 . Bw std^jeets aatter of the Saall aj^Ucatlona ars la j^rt cotmcao with 
the subject aatter of an application of Sagalln So. 366369 tdiieh you recently 
considered. The question in the Bagelln ease was whether to seek a Secrecy 
Order, aad the unaoliaoas view was that it would be undmlrable to do ao. 

b. The Bsgelln cyiplieatloa Above referred to (of which ao copy is at 
present available) cmtalns a disclosure of the principle of reentry as applied 
to a rotor ousa, two foxns thereof being deseslbed, aaaely, reoitry at the 
input of a Base and reaotry at about the aidpoint thereof. The Sbaall applicatloos, 
on the other bead, describe aad ol^a coosldanbly aore than thaae two specific 
foras of reentry.
